COUNTY PROJECTS 

The first county chairman appeai-ed 
before the board yesterday when Clar- 
ence E. Hodgkins, chairman of Hamp- 
shiie county commission, presented a 
project to hire 18 men at » co,st of 
' $4207.50 to paint tlie county sanatori- 
um at Leeds; buUd a filter bed there, 
and ako cut brush. All were approved. 
An interestlnR project was presented 
by David Chapman, former head of the 
smoke abatement division, which the 
Legislature abolished. After waiting 
U hours to see Chairman Bartlett lie 
unfolded a plan to employ 1250 engi- 
neers to make a smoke nuisance sur- 
vey of the state, which would be useful 
from health and fuel-saving ansles. He 
was told to get the backing or Dr. Hen- 
ry Chadwiiik, health commissioner, and 
the project would then be given con- 
sideration by the board. 

Mayor Ciirley presented the Boston 
projects with Park Commissioner Long. 
Budget Commissioner Charles Fox, Neal 
Holland, a principal asse&sor. and 
Building Commissioner Edward W. Roe- 
mer. The plan to check the assessing 
department records, and those of the 
tax appeals, he said, would be helpful 
to the city and mean saving "much 
time." He declared that tax abatement 
Js "a racket greater than liquor," and 
said $600,000,000 in real estate valua- 
tion appeals wa.s now pending. The 
plan to cut 2,000.000 granite blocks into 
I the size now used bv Boston, thus pro- 
ivldlng the city with 4.000,000 blocks, 
was approved when the mayor ex- 
plained that In this city granite blocks 
iwere used as a base for hea\y traffic 
streets, and with cement joints in 
downtown streets where heavy trucking 
is done 

, Of tho bridge siuveys. the mayor said 
that a .survey viould be made and plans 
drawn for a future bridge where the 
Warren street bridge was now. except 
that, traffic would be sent around the 
y. M. C. A. building at City .square, 
Charlcstown. to relieve traffic in the 
square. The next bridge to be built 
lis the Summer street bridge. 

An alphabetical listing of city em- 
Iployes, "which proved of benefit mostly 
to loan companies and the finance com- 
mission in the past," will be revlvi>d 
and brought up to day after a lap»e 
of four years. 

Building Commissioner Reemer said 
that there were at least 53 buildings 
in the city which were dangerous and 
had been abandoned. The city will 
[take over and demolish these build- 
ings and try to get the money from 
the owner under a project approved 
by the chairman. 

Mayor Curley referred to his recent 
visit to Washington, where he tried tc 
get the war department to give or lease 
Governor's island to the city, so that 
the East Boston airport could be en- 
larged by razing the island hill and 
using the fill to connect the island with 
the airport. The project was favor, 
ably received, but he found that tlje 
war department was eager to have Its 
own airport In Boston.

He suggested that the department 
raze the hill on CWA money and use 
Boston men'. The city could then build 
ii hydroairplane land' t at the airport 
and Boston would have a municipal- 
federal airport for commercial and mili- 



tary purpose second to none m the 
world. Such an airport would put the 
city 10 years ahead hi Its air program, 
he explained.

Cite 4 Reasons for Squantum In- 
stead of Governors Island 

Citing four reasons why the federal 
government should establish an air base 
at Squantum, Quincy civic organlza-' 
tioiis, led by Mayor Charles A. Roes, 
yesterday telegraphed Secretary of War 
George H. Deni opposing Mayor Cur- 
leys plan for a $4,000,000 air base at 
Govenior.s island.

One unit of the 
air base at Squantum would Inciuda 
the Dennlson airport, which consists of 
26 acres, but most of it would b-- hullt 
around the Victory plant p^o»,Tty 
which includes 750 acres, 500 of whid^ 
were transferred to the United St»tM 
army several years ago. 

Tlic Quincy civic leaders yesterday 
pointed out that H the federal govera- 
metit, T.-ere to build Its air base at 
Squantum, 300 men would receive em- 
ployment for one year, and the gov- 
crnmeiH would w-ve $2,000,000 <m th» 
cost.

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\SK COURT TO ENJOIN 
RENTI NG YOUNG'S HOTEL 

rwelve Taxpayers FUe Bill in Equity— Request Lease 
Be Declared Invalid 



Contending tliat the recent leasing 
of the old Young's Hotel property by 
the city of Boston Is in violation of the 
terms of the Boston City Charter, 12 
taxpayers of the city today filed In 
the. Supreme Court a bill in equity ask- 
ing: that the lease be declared invalid, 
and requesting the court to restrain 
Mayor Curley and other city officials 
from paying any money under the 
leasing contract. 

An order of notice bas been issued 
by the court, and the hill will come up 
for argument next Friday. 

The bill, brought by Fred W. Con- 
nolly and 11 others, is directed against 
the city of Boston, Mayor Curley, City 
Treasurer Edmund L. Dolan, City 
Auditor Rupert S. Carven and Supt of 
Public Buildings John. P. Englert. In 
support of their contention, the peti- 
tioners quote from the city charter 
the section which they claim has been 
Violated by the leasing of the hotel 
property. The section reads as fol- 
lows: 

"No official of said city, except In 
cases of extreme emergency involving 
the health or safety of the jMiople or 
their property, shall expend intention- 
ally in any fiscal year any sum in ex- 
cess of the appropriations duly made 
In accordance with law, nor Involve the 
city in sny contract for the future 
payment of money in excess of such 
appropriation, except as provided in 
Section 6 of this act. Any official

The petitioners i-ecitc in the bill fhat 
the Y. H. Realty Corporallnn Ic.iscd 
the propcity to the city foi- one year, 
beginning Dec 1. at a rent of $45,000 
for the year, the rent to be paid 
monthly beginning Jan 1. It i.s alsa 
stated in the bill that the petit ioncvs 
believe it will cost the city considera- 
ble to make necessary altcration.s and 
repairs before t.ie property will be 
suitable for occupancy. 

It is the contention of the petition- 
ers that the lease involves the city in 
a contract for the future paymeiit of 
money in excess of any appropriatinii, 
and is therefore, in viol.-ition of 'l\a 
charter. The charter is also viola; cd, 
the petitioners .say, in thnt the expcirl- 
itui'e of large sums for repairs and 
alterations would be infentinnally- 
spending money in the present fl.scat 
year in exces.s of appropriations. 

The bill recites thnt there is no ex- 
treme emergency Involving the hciillli 
and safety of the people, and acord- 
ingly they claim that the lca.se i.s in- 
valid. It i.s also charged by the pr*i- 
tinners that the rent, $45,000. "is en- 
tirely disproportionate to the rental 
value of the space so leased," and (hat

A court battle agaiii.st Mayor Curley 
and other city ofliciais. to break the 
city'.s rental 01 old Young's Hotel, was 
begun today by a dozen taxpayers. 
LED BY 12 TAXPAYERS 

The nght airainst rental of the prop- 
erty for use by city departments was 
opened in supreme court by Fred W. 
Connolly and II other taxpayers of 
Bostcn. The city recently rented the 
hotel at $45,000 a year for use of the 
traffic commission, welfare and other 
rtty departments. 

The court action Is a bill In equity 
filed again.st the city of Boston, Mayor 
Dolan. City Auditor Rupert S. Carven 
Curley, City Treasurer Edmund L. 
and Superintendent of Pub.'.lc Buildings 
John P. Englert. 

TheblU seeks to enjoin the city and 
the officials named from paying any 
more money under Uie :iea«e of the 
hotel pr9perty. A hearing on the bUl 
will be held next Friday, on the ques- 
tion of i-ssuing a temporary injunction. 

The bill alleges the lease Is in viola- 
tion of the city charter, which says: 
"No official of said city except in casc.'j 
of extreme emergency involving the 
health or saTcty of the people or their 
property shall expend intentionally In 
any fiscal year any .sum in excess of the 
appropriations duly made In accordance 
with la-iv, nor involve the city In any 
contract for the future payment of 
money in excess of such appropriations 
except as provided in .section of this act. 

"Any official who shall violate the pro- 
visions of tiii^ section shr*]l be nunjfhprl 
by imprisonment for not more than one 
year or by a nne of not more than 
$1000, or both." 

The Y. H. R.ealty Corporation leased 
the property for one year from I5ec. 1, 
1933, at a rental for $45,000 for th«

CITES SPENDING LIMIT

Speeding tn the Boston College- 
Holy Cross pame yesterday, Harry 
Fallon, 31, travelling secretary of 
the Boston Braves, died of a heart 
attack at the wheel of his car, 
which then crashed into a tele- 
graph polo on Commonwealth ave., 
near ]-,akc st., BriRhton. He lived 
at 1080 Beacon st,, Brookline. 

His father. William J. Fallon, 73, 
president of the W. J. Fallon 
Leather Co., Koxbury, wis in the 
car and suffered a severe shock 
to his nervous system, but was oth- 
erwise uninjured. 

The accident occurred almost 
within .<<iBht of the football field. 
YounR Fallon suddenly slumped 
over the wheel, the car swerved, 
climbed the curb and struck the 
pole, which remained upright. 

Newton police witnessed the 
crash and ran over the Brighton 
line to lift the Fullons from the 
wreckage. Both were rushed to St. 
Elizabeth's Hospital where the son 
was pronounced dead. His body 
Ibore no wound from the accident. 
'The fathci was held for treatment 
Fallon, accompanied by his fa- 
ther, had left his home in Brook- 
line, less than five minutes before 
he 'slumped over the wheel of his 
machine dead.

< ess of th .ippropriatlons duly made 
in accordance witli law. nor involve 
the city in any contract for the future 
payment of money in excess of tuch 
appropriation, except as provided in 
Section 6 of this act. Any oflicial 
who shall violate the provisions of 
this section r all be punished by Im- 
prisonment i r not more than one 
,vcar, or by a fi..e of not more than 
$1000, or both." 

The petitioners say th . T. H. Realty 
Corporation leased the property to the 
city for one yeai, bcginnlne Dec 1, at ■ 
rent of ?45,000 for the year, the rent 
to be paid monthly beginning Jan 1. 
It Is also stated in the bill that the 
petitioners believe It will cost the city 
considerable to make alterations and 
repairs before the property will be 
suitable for occupancy. 

It Is the contention of the petition- 
ers that the lease involves the city In 
a contract for the future payment o( 
money In excess of any appropriation, 
and Is the>-eforo in violation of the 
charter. The charter Is also violated, 
the petitioners say. In tnat the expend- 
iture of large sums for repairs and 
alterations will be Intentionally 
spending money In the present fiscal 
year In excess of appropriations. 

The bin rerltes that there is no ex- 
treme .jmergency invowlng the health 
and safety r' the people, and accord- j 
Ingly they claim that the lease Is In-I 
valid. It is also charged by the petl-

needed to provide for the Massachu- 
setts quota of 97,000 men and women. 

The state board is determined to have 
the program of placing persons at work 
completed by Dec. 15 and as a result it 
Is expected that cities or towns which 
have neglected to file applications will 
find their allotments apportioned to 
other municipalities. 

A communication will be .sent out 
tonight to all cities and towns notifying 
the authorities of the number of men 
remaining in their allotment and 
stressing the Importance of Immediately 
presenting projects. 

Week-end approvals by the board 
provided employment for 142 men. 
Westminster received $4700 for roads 
and repairs to give work to 23 men; 
Chs,ih;re was allotted $6567.50 for 
streets and painting for 65 men: Con- 



way received approval for >188«.80 for 

street construction for work for 33 men, 
and Huntington $4706.30 for ejccava- 
tions, giving work to 21 men. 

60 NEW PROJECTS O. K.'D 

Approximately 60 new projects were 
approved by the state board today. Oi 
these the biggest was for miscellaneous 
work under the metropoiitau district 
commission, which would give employ- 
ment to 973 men at ft cost of approxi- 
mately $140,000. 

The remainder of the projects were 
small programs for towns, giving work 
to approximately 1500 men at a cost ol 
about $200,000. 

Representative Thomas S. Carrol, ol 
Revere submitted a project today to give 
employment to 50 women, imder th< 
Visiting Nurses' Association. He sale 
that this oi-ganiation has three active 
workers, who cari-y on the work ir 
Revere arnoag needy persons not or 
the welfare lists, as well as those or 
such roles. The cost of the work li 
met by public subscription. 

Representative Carroll suggested tha-. 
50 needy and deserving women whc 
have dependents could be placed at 
work with this association. He outUnec 
a program that would call for Ameri- 
canization work, stenographic and cler- 
ical work, repairs to clothes collectec 
at fire stations and orgsuization ol 
klndergarden and pre-kindergarder 
classes.

I "Inasmuch as the intentions and 
j methods of the Good Government A.s- 
.sociation have ben widrly misunder- 
stood," according to a note l.ssued by 
BIw.yn B. Mariner, secretary, the as- 
.'.oclalion wrote and has made public 
its o"'n obituary, which follows: 

For the next four vears it will he 
Ma.vor Mansfield. We are greatly 
pleased at this result, and extend 
our best wishes to the new adminl- 
strat'.on, 

Thia to th» seventh mayoralty 
election In wnlch we have takf.n 
part since the charter amendmenta 
of 1909, and naturally it brings 
back to us the past history of the 
iwsociatlon. FoUowj^ig an address 
by William H, Lincoln, the presi- 
dent of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, on Jan. 20, 1903, repre- 
sentatives of ,seven commercial or- 
ganizations of the city met and 
formulated a plan for an associ- 
ation. On Feb. 25, 1903, they chose 
an executive! committee of aeven, of 
whom wi are the aucceamEB. The . 



purpose of the organization was 
slated to be to "elect lionest and 
capable men to office." 

In the campaign of 1905 we in- 
dorsed Louis A. P'rothingham, who 
was unsuccessful at the polls. In 
1907 we refused to endorse any- 
body, on the ground that tljere was 
no one rurihing whom we could 
recommend. Tlien came the char- 
ter amendments of 1909. Since 
then we have made seven endorse- 
ments: Storrow, Kenney, Peters, 
Murphy, Nichols, Mansfield ot 1929 
and Mansfield of 1933. Three times 
the candidate we endoi'sed won out: 
Peters in 1917, Nichols in 1924 and 
Mansfield in 1933. Storrow lost by 
1402 votes and John R. Murphy by 
2470 votes. Of these candidates 
six were Democrats and one was a 
Republican. 

ENDORSED ON MERIT 

Prom the beginning our method 
has been to obtain and verify all 
the fact."! regarding candidates, 
draw up a history of each candi- 
dat!!, submit le for liLs approval, if 
he desired to inspect it, and furnish 
It to the voters. Our endorsements 
we hav tried to make 5olely on 
merit, without regard to party, race, 
religion or social standing. The 
same rule.1 '.ve have applied to 
candidates for the council'. 

During this period it has been 
an unwritten law of the as.soclatlon 
that no one of tne cxecuuve com- 
mittee ran for elective mmiiclpal 
office or accepted any municipal 
office that has any emolument. We 
have never asked any candld.i;e 
whom w-^ endorsed for any position 
for ourselves, or for anyone else;

ALL POLITICS 



Gives Up Ghost as Being Out of 
Touch With Trend of Today- 
Won 3 out of 7 Elections

After ail existence of ^3 years, 
(luring which time it wielded a power- 
ful influence in Boston politics, tlie 
Good Government Association has 
given up tlic ghost. A <orniaI an- 
nouncement to this effect was made 
last night. 

NO FINANCIAL SUPPORT 

The statement signed hy its direc- 
tors frankly coiioeeds tliat the associa- 
tion la out of "whack" with tlie times 
and that it If impossible to secure suf- 
ficient tinancial support to carry on. 

The most illuminatinif part of the 
statement is that which says: "We 
have for Ronm lime been coming to the 
conclusion that an organization such 
as ours can function cfficienlly only 
during the time of the Kencratioii 
which hrouKht it forth. It springs out 
of the needs of the hour, and the nien 
of the hour are chosen to carry it on. 

"It cannot very well project itself I 
Into another generation; other times, 
other mannois. Wa cannot e.xpect 
the youth of another generation to take j 
kindly to the methods which have been I 
developed in tlie preceding one. IS'eithcr | 
in these times can we e.xpect the ncces- \ 
rsiry financial backing properly to main- 
tain and develop our work. 

Won 3 Out of 7 Election! 

**We realize that some organization 
like ourselves will always be neces- 
pary in the conduct of municipal af- 
fairs, but for the foregoing reasons we 
do not believe it advisable to continue 
our organization any longer." 

The association derives some satis- 
faction from the fact that It elected 
Its choice for Mayor In three out of 
nevcn elections, winning with Peters 
In 1317, Nichols in 1K1 and Mansrteld 
in 1933. 

Split Over Mansfield 

The announcement carrier, .■jcmething 
Of the tone that niigl\t be expected 
from a wearj^ old man, retiring from 
nctlve business because of lack of vigor 
and disdain of new faiiRled Idfas of 
another and unapprechitive generation. 
No mention Is made In the statement 
of the results of the last campaign, 
but this was the Immediate reason for 
the dlssolvment of the famous 'Qoo 
Ooos." The association was unable to 



( hold its forces In lijie for Mansfield. 
Neither was it able ' to raise any 

, money for the winning candidate. 
While the executive connnlttce was for 
Mansfield, the wealthiest contributors, 
or by far the largest proportion of 
them, favored Senator Parkman, with 
the lesnli tliat ilie letter secured ap- 
proximately of^.OOO votes at the election. 

Supported by Wealthy 

While Manslleld was elected, he felt 
no obligation to the CJ. G. A., dnancial- 
ly or otherwise. His campaign bills 
from the endorsement of 192!) even had 
not been paid. There was no state- 
ment of the financial condition of this 
once rich reform organization, but it is 
known that the debts run into the thou- 
•lands and that a proces.i of liquidation 
is already under way through private 
subscription. 

While generally the G. G. A. in Its 
lifetime has been eupported largely by 
the contributions of wealthy individu- 
als, it v.'as H!wfl\-s able to get together 
a. fairly sizable sum from populfir sub- 
scrlption. 

No Funds to Put Out Record 

But this campaign was an exccpllon. 
The big contributors failed to "come 
through" and the association was re- 
duced to tlie expedient of asking for 
dime contributions. It was unable to 
lai.^e enough money to circulate itfi rec- 
ord of the candidates with recom- 
Inendatlons as to tlieir election. 

The G. G. A. for years had numbered 
nmong its conlriliutors many of the 
»nember.s of the oldest families in Bos- 
ton. It was Invariably referred to by' 
Its opponents as a "high brow" organt- 
BBtlon. It never was a parly organl- 
r.atlon, however, and many of its active 
• importers were drawn from tlie rankw 
©f tlie old-time Yankee Oemocrats, as 
well as later adherents to that party. 

Steffens' Report Never Printed 

The f.«sociation reached the height of 
Its power in 1909, during the time when 
the city charter of Boston was revised 
and the Kystcin of partisan eU'ctlons 
abolished. It spent large sumfs of money 
at that time in employing experts on 
City govfrnment. 

.lohn F. Fitzgerald and Martin Lo- 



masney were Its principal targets in 
public life. One of the famous reform | 
writers of the day, Lincoln Steffens, was 
employed to wear down Lomasney. It 
was Said that Steffens formed a great I 
liking for Lomasney and this liking ' 
was reflected in his report. In any 
event It never was printed. 

The G. O. A. was very powerful with 
the itepuhlican ma.1orit>' in tlie Legis- 
lature and had little difficulty In ef- 
fei.'tiiig radical changos in the charter. 
It induced some able men to I'un for 
tlie smallc; City Council, among them 
tlic late James J. Storrow. The great- 
est fight in the history of the organi- 
zation came with the attempt to elect 
Storrow as iria>-or over Fitzgerald, ! 
Storrow only lost by 1402 votes. ' 

Parkman May Head New Group 

The tj. G. A. drew its strength and 
prestige largely from the Republican 
and independent Democratic groups in 
tin; city. It was this strength which 
cracked off to Parkman in the last 
election and likely lost the fight to 
Nichols. ' ,1 

AV'hile there is a suggestion in thej 
statement that some other like organi- 
zation will develop, the proposal is 
rather vague. But there can hardly be 
any doubt of the organization of some 
such group and its iikcly leader would 
be Senator Parkman. 

The statement issued by the G. G. A. 
reads as follows: 

"For the next four years It will be 
Mayor Mansfield. We are greatly 
pleased at this re.?ult, and extend our 
best wi.slies to the new administration. 

"This is the seventli mayoralty elec- 
tion In which wo have taken part since 
the Charter Amendments of 1909, and 
naturally it brings back to us the past 
history of the association. ]*'ollowing 
an address by William II. Lincoln, the 
piT.-iident of the Boston Chamber of 
Commerce, on .Jan. 20, 1903, representa- 
tives of seven commercial organizations 
of the city met and formulated a plan 
for an association. On Feb. 2o, 1903. 
Ihey chose an executive committee of 
>uvcn, of whom wta arc the successors. 
The iiurpose of the organization was 
stated to be "to elpct honest and capa- 
ble men to ofllce." 

Six Democrats, One Republican 

"In the campaign of l90li we endorsed 
Louis A. Froth ingham, who wa.s un- 
successful at the polls. In 1907 we re- 
fused to endorse anybody, on the 
ground that there was no c.e running 
whom we could recommend. Tlien came 
the Charter .\mendmcnts of 1909. Since 
then we have made seven endorse- 
ments; ytorrovv, Kenney, I'eters, Mur- 
phy, Nichols, Mansneld of 1928 and 
Mansfield of 1933. Three times the caii- 
dlilate wo enrlorscd won out: Peters, In 
1517; Nichols, in 191II, and Manslield, In 
JMri. StorroW' lost by H02 votes, and 
John It. Murphy by 2470 votes. Of these 
candidates six were 1 "uocrats and one 
Hepublkan.

It is understood that the board 
will select pro.iects from the list 
to be offered fay the mayor. The 
board has already approved projects 
totalling $5,850,000 out of the $10,- 
000,000 aliotted to Boston. ProjectS|

Streets to Be Repaired and War 
On Rats to Be Waged 



Headii of city departments were bo- 
fore Mayor Curley today and wex'e 
notilied to have prepared for pres- 
entation at 10 o'clocli tomorrow plans 
for employment of 41)00 more men 
and women. It will bring the list of 
unemployed available for new pro- 
jects in Boston to ihe number of 
Ifi.Onn, which in tlie case of the city 
of Boston is equivalent to two city 
forces. Mayor Curley stressed the 
necessity of department heads mak- 
ing provisio for experienced super- 
visory forces so that work may be 
propcrl.v directed. 

It was not the easiest matter for 
Mayr Curley to eonvnicc some of the 
department heads that their esti- 
mates of help they could use was not 
a suflicicnt one under the circum- 
Si-anccs, aiii* timo aiiiA ttgaiii no was 
compelled to offer suggestions where 
work could be done in the various 
departments which had been over- 
looked by department heads. 

Will Repair Streets 

The Public Works Department, ww- 
liei Commissioner Christopher Car- 
ven, will absorb an additional J 500 
men, though at the present time the 
commissioner has in addition to the 
city force 4500 welfare employes. It 
will mean care of permanent paved 
streets ar..! --epair of depressed pav- 
inf or sid jwalks. 

An attempt will be made also tc 
secure permission to go in and clean 
up and repair private alleys, a pioj- 
ect heretofore frowned upon as not 
coming within the scope of the 
Washington rulings. Mayor Curley 
also suggested that on many streets 
where the top surface is loose and 
dust (lies, that the top surface be 
removed and six inches of cracked 
stone and a penetration top surface 
be put on all over the city.

PAY CUTS RESTORED" 
IN TEN TATIVE B UDGET 

Welfare Department Sets '34 Need 

At Record Figure—Mansfield 

May Alter All the Items

Restoraiiou o* salaries and wages 
to the rates in effect prior to April 
21, ]9:i3, for county employes and 
employes of the city of Boston are 
contemplated by departmental heads 
in thQ budget estimates as sum- 
marized yesterday by the Rudget 
Commissioner. The restoration of 
I the April 20 rate would mean addi- 
tional payroll appropriations of ap- 
proximately $3,100,000 for city and 
county employes. In city depart- 
ments the difference between the 
ipresent salary reti\iirements and 
'those lifiured (jH the old rates of pav 
is $i!.800.0lM). In county dep;irlnieMls 
this dilTerence is $:iOO,000. 

Aside from the iliHcrence in pay- 
roll costs, the esliniati'S for city de- 
partments shiiw ;iu increase of ap- 
proximately $(>, 200.000 over the ac- 
tual taudsel appropriations for 1933. 
Two factors in this e.Kcess are in- 
creased estimates for the Public Wel- 
fare Department and reported in- 
creases in prices of equipment, sup- 
plies and materials. 

Welfare Hudget Higher 

The Public Welfare Ucpartmeiit 
estimates that it will require in 1934 
approximately what it will expend in 
1 1933. In the current year $3,800,000 
I of its requirements was raised by a 
I loan and was not provided for in 
the budget. If the total requirements 
of the department for 19.34 are pro- 
vided through the budget, this will 
mean an excess budget "appropriation 
over 1933 of approximately $3,K00,000. 
The Budget Commission indicates 
that the experience of the city in 
recent months sho\.s that on an 
average the prici\s of niritorjals, sup- 
plies and equipment have risen 20 
percent. 

The estimates of county depart- 
ments, exclusive of .payroll require- 
ments, are approxim.itely $.50,000 in 
excess of 1933 budget requirements. 
Tliis amount iiractunlly equal.s Iho 
eslimatesof rounly omcial.. for 1933 1 
printing and stationery requirements | 
which were not allowed by the City 1 
Council. Up l.o 1933 most of this 
work and supplies wi-re furnislied 
by private concerns and the council's 



action in refusing to appropriate this 
year for tuose items was based on 
the theoi-y that this work should be 
given to the city printing plant 
rather than to outside concerns. 

With salaries figured at rates in 
elTcct prior to April 20, 1933, the 
budget total for 1934, as estimated by 
deparlmenlal heads and ofTicials, is 
.$45,713,619.55. The county budget 
estimate, with salaries figured at the 
April, 1933, rates, totals $3,t>67",567.1 9. 
The 1933 appropriations for the city 
amounted to $36,750,000. The 1933 
coimty appropriations amounted to 
.$3,3IG,77.'5.4G. 

Two Sets of Fignren 

'I'lie Budget Commi.ssioner lias sub« 
niitti-d the 1934 basic appropriations 
to jnohide the salary lises and also 
a reduced figure with the salaries at 
the prevailing rale. This reduced 
budget cstiinale fur the city totals 
$42.951.6.''j2.()4. The county 'reduced 
total i;^ ,l;3,.3(i7.344,9I. 

While the City Record refers to Uio 
contemplated salary restoration as 
"cheering facts." the departmental 
'..■'timales are generally considered as 
only of comparative value and there 
is no assurance of adoption of esti- 
.-nate.s. It is noinled out. loo, that a 
new Mayor will have to be con- 
sidered in a few days, as well as the 
probability of many new dcpartmt.'ht 
heads who nia.y desire to submit en- 
tirely new estimates. With the pros- 
pect of a general wielding of the ax 
at City Hall when Frederick W. 
Mansfield takes office and the de- 
parture Of the Ciirley men with their 
leader, the budget estimates at this 
d.ito .'Te of little value. I 

l\layor Curley did not submit any I 
estimate for the Mayor's office for' 
1!»34. The figures used by the Budget 
Commissioner for the Mayor's office 
were the 19:(3 appropriations of $79,-, 
200 for comp.u-ison and the figure of'

A summary of municipal budget

'^' itoration of the wage scale by 
Mayor-elect Mansfield would mean 
an increase of 52.800,000 on payroUo 
of city departments and of $300,000 
on .Suffolk County rolls. 

Estimates for the various depart- 
ments, according to uonimissioner 
Fox. show an increase of $6,200,000 
over the 1933 requirements. It is 
expected, however, that like Mayor 
Ciulcy, the mayor-elect will compel 
department heads to make drastio 
reductions in these figures and ti> 
make only such expenditures as ara 
necessary.

The creation of a Municipal Fi- 
nance Board similar in some respects 
to the P'arm Relief Board was an- 
other proposal discussed by the 
Mayors on which Mayor Curley ex- 
pressed the opinion there might be 
favorable action.

(•re not, the rate will prooably exceed $38 per 
■thousand. 

Debt charges are going to be much heavier. 
Materials will be more expeniJve. I'he tax as- 
sessment by the »tat« will be greater. Our 
•hare of Income and corporation taxes will de- 
cline. 'Valuations will probably follow the down- 
ward trend of the last year or two. New In- 
oome will not be gufTiclent by a large amount to 
take oare of the additional charges. 

In view of this situation. Is there anybody 
In Boston ■who does not sympathise with Mayor- 
elect Mansfield, or who envies him his ofTlce? 
Nobody In the commonwealth has a more dim- 
oult task. His problems will be so buntensome

He advised the reduction in t^e 
Ma.vor'H term of offl(;c to tv-.-:i years, 
the removal of the present r.istrlctlon 
which forbids a Boston May ir to su<-- 
coed hlni.'slf.

22 to about IS, with the provLslon that 
they be elected at laige, but given no i 
additional powers. He would not dis- 
turb the present set-up of five unpaid 
members of the school inniinlltee, elect- ' 
ed at I.irge.

Patronage 
at City Hall is a thing of the past, 
having gone into the discard when the 
civil service code was adopted. 

Dangcroui Facton Stamped Out 

"We have eliminated most of th« 
dangerous factors that came Into the 
body politic In the last Sij years. Under 
the laws, city contracts can be award- 
ed solely lo the lowest responsible bid- 
der anti only after advertising for 
competition," the Mayor explained. 

A long .stride in the dlre(rtlon of good 
government was made in centralizing 
authority and responalhillty In the 
Mayor, he said. For this reason, it 
would be a poor move io adopt ai 
charter amendment which would give 
the City Council power to override the 
mayoral veto, lo check appointments 
of department heads or to Intrlngs 
upon the Mayor's rights at the pre- 
sent time. 

"Instead of a Council of 22 members, 
each elected from his home ward. T 
think that a stnaller t'ouncil, elet^ted 
at large would he better," said the 
Mayo)-, adding "And the sooner, the 
betler. They sltould be mIvcu no more 
power, because centralized power In the 
'..•hlcf executive is helpful to the proper 
adminialration of the city. 

"X..et the Mayor be held responsible 
directly by the voters, and let the voters 
have a chance to tell him what they 
think of him at the end of every two 
years. .'V Mayor cannot aconi|)llsh much 
In two years, but if he l.<i .-ny good, he 
will bo re-elected. If he Is not what he 
promii-ed, the voters will not have to 
put up with him for four years."

Approves Curicy's Fire and 
Prison Projects

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The city council yesterday rejected' 
Mayor Curley's plan for constructing 
three new police stations as public 
works projects tinder the National Re- 
covery Act, but at the same time ap- 
proved his proposal lor construction ot 
lire stations and new prison buildings 
under the same federal act.

—four less than necessary— the council 
rejected the police department build- 
ing program sponsored by Police Com- 
missioner Eugene C. Hultman and 
recommended to the council by the 
mayor as part ot his supplementary 
public works program. The plan called 
for abandonment of the Dudley street. 
Roxbury Crossing, West Ro.\-bury and 
Jamaica Plain poUce stations, and their i 
replacement by three consolidated sta- '• 
tlons to cost $750,000. Under the NRA, 
80 per cent, of the cost would be re- 
ceived as a grant, and the balance as a 
loan, 

Councihnan Laurence Curtis, 2d, of 
the Back Bay, opposed the order on the 
ground that tlie city should not commit 
Itself to any such ambitious undertaking- 
»t this time In view of Gov. Ely's recent 
expression In favor of appointing a iX)- 
llce commissioner with jurisdiction over 
the entire metropolitan area. 

The members voting again.st the^ 
erder included Councllmen Burke and 
Kelly of Dorchester, Curtis and Rob- 
erts of tile Back Bay, Fitzgerald of the 
■West end. Cox of West Roxbury, Dowd 
»nd Power of Roxbury, Norton of Hyde 
Park and Murray of Jamaica Plain, 

By a vote of 18 to 3, the council 
approved the part of the mayor's pro- 
gram calllnfir for fire stations, chiefly 
downtown, at a cost of $1,075,000, and i 
new prison buildings at Deer Island at 
a cost of $800,000. To become cfTectlve 
the projects must he approved by state 
»nd federal authorities. i 

The council, by a ^oto of 12 to 9, ; 
apRj'oved tlie transfer of $1.'57.800 from i 
the Income of the municipal prlntli:g | 
department to the transit department 
to pay for tlie site occupied by the new 
printing plant in North .■-.i-ect, partly 
on the roof of the East Boston traffic 
tunnel. 

At the same time, however, the coun- 
cil rejected a similar order for the 
transfer of $118,000 to tlic transit de- 
partment by the public buildings de- 
partment to cover the co.st of the site 
occupied by the new police station In 
North street. 

The council took its adjournment to 
Deo. 30, when the final ses.sion of the 
present body will be held.

Mansfield's statement came in a letter 
to the newspapers in which tlie mayor- 
elect referred to a statement by Mayor 
Curley replying to Mansficld'.s protest 
against the wind-up activities of the 
present administration. Delay on any 
matter which will add to tlie taxpayers' 
load was again urged by the mayor- 
elect. 

Mansfield yesterday SF'nt a letter to 
Ma,vor Curley sharjjly protesting against 
the settlement of any more land dam- 



age claims agali-ust the city and asserted 

that the clt.y law department should be 
instructed to deter settlements until he 
takes ciKcp. 

To this Mayor Curley reijlied that he 
is mayor until Jan. 1 and until that 
time will conduct his clllce in accord- 
ance with his own views. 

Mansfield's letter today follows: 

Mayor Curlcy's reply to :-.iy pro- 
test against adding additional bur- 
dens to tile taxpayers v.iU not bring ■ 
mucli comfort to this overbtnriened 
class. The fact that he is in con- 
trol of city aflairs until Jan, 1 is 
very well known to every one. The 
further f.ict that I will have no au- 
thority whatever until I assume of- 
fice is also well known. But every 
citizen has the right to protest 
against policies which he thinks arc 
not for the best Interests of tiie 
city. As a private citizen. If not as 
mayor-elect, I exercised that right 
when I respectfully requested the 
mayor to defer until I take office 
matters which ac'.d ti the taxpay- 
ers' load. Of cour.sc the mayor has 
the power to proceed ruthlessly in 
his conduct of city affairs up to the 
very last moment before I take of- 
fice on Jan, 1, If he chooses to 
adopt the cour.se of piling up ex- 
penses and dtbt.s during these last 
moments ot his administration, but 
■ivhich will fall upon my adminis- 
tration to pay, I can do nothing to 
stop him so long as the law is 
obeyed. But the citizens of Boston 
may b« sure that every contract 
award, every apf>cintment to the 
city service, every increase in salary 
and every agreement or proposal 
which will tend to increase the tax 
rate for 1934. made since election 
day, will be cltvscly scrutinized by 
me when I do take office and ivhen 
I shall be clothed with the same 
authority which Mayor Curley now 
enjoys.

George Alriort, coun.sel for the Me- 
Cabe company, .said that the suit would 
seek to set n,sido the award as IX'iiiK 
a fraud on the taxpayers in that the 
lowest bid<ler was p,i.s.sed over without 
justtftcation and the city needle.s.>ily 
committed to an expon.se of $20,000 - 
the difrerencp between the M;:Cabe 
company's bid and that of Coleman 
Bras. 

The three low bids on the contract, 
covering? (farbape and refuse remo\'al in 
Dorchester durinK the year 1!134, -were 
as follows: McCabe Com.pany. .$201,000; 
Marrinucrl Bras. & Co., $214,800; Cole- 
man Bras., $221,760. 

A'ward of the <-ontract to the McCabe 
company was recommended to the 
mayor by Christopher J. Carven, public 
works commissioner, but did not re- 
ceive hl.'i approval. Mayor Curley, upon 
recelvtnp: carven'.s communication yes- 
terday, immediately wrote him a long 
'memorandum .setting forth lits convic- 
tion that from the standpoint of legal 
and other considerations, only the Cole- 
man company had tiunllfled for the 
contrB/ct. Carven tliereupon acceded to 
the mayor's viewpoint and reasoning, 
•ind recommended Coleman brothers.

At a hearing hdd last Tuesday by 
Commissioner Carven on the l.vsues in- 
volved, counsel for both the McCabe 
Company and Marrlnucci Brothers con- 
tended that tre langu'se i.f the pro- 
pasal did not^ require .«',ibmUslon of such 
authorization at tlie time of submitting 
b;ds. and Uiey then furntshed the com- 
mi.ssioner with .several letters from 
dump owners authorizing them to use 
the land next year. 

Apart from the legal ftspect.s of the 
matter, Mnyor Cuvlcy, in hLs letter to 
Carven, said that th eaward of the con- 
trivct to Coleman Brothers was dictated 
by several other con.stderations. He 
a.^serted that they be-st met the test of 
ability to perform the contract at the 
price offered. In the light of these con- 
sideratioiLs: Fulfill. icnt of the contract 
as a means of serving the neeck of the 
district and protecting the health of its 
residents: fairness of price with refer- 
ence to ability to cari-y out the contract 
n.s .such a flg-ure, psrtirularly in view of 
additional wage burdens placed on con- 
( tractors by the NRA: and an experi- 
ence of the city in 1022. when a con- 
tractor wlio received an award as the 
Icwe.st bidder found himself financially 
.unable to fulfil the conlrart. with tie 
result that parbase and a=hes remained 
uncollected for three weeks.

In Reply to Raps on Damage 

Suits, New Appointees 



Naming himself the elected safe- 
guard of the people of Boston and 
iheir interests, Mayor-elect Fred- 
erick W. Mansfield dispatched a 
•brief, open letter to Mayor James 
M. Curley yesterday afternoon in 
•which he charged there has been 
an "unseemly haste" of lai.e in set- 
tling damage suits again^n the city. 

The sum involved is already m 
excess of $1,000,000, according to 
Mr Mansfield, and, if the imputed 
practice is continued, may reach a 
decidedly larger sum oc^ore the 
Wnd of the year. ^^ 

Mm Job, SaysCurley 

As brief as vva;; Mf Maubficld s let- 
tcr the rrplv of Mayor Curley was 
■much briefer. He had >«'• received 
the Mansfield communication at y.y 
Hatl. and was not apprised of its 
arrival until he had reached home. 
But at once ho summoned his secre- 
tary and dictated a statement, the 
gist of which was; 

"Alter 10 o'clock, a m, on Jan 1, 
1934 my succes.ior will be inducted 
into'offlce as Mayor. It will then be- 
come his duty Jo conduct the office 
and not before." j ■ i ■ 

Mr Manstield also charged m his 
letter that large numbers of new ap- 
pointees are being added to the pay- 
i-oU during the closing days of the 
administration. Ho requested this pur- 
ported practice be stopped and the 
Law Department be ordered to settle 
BO further, save imperative, claims. 

Mansfield's Letter 

The signed statement of Mr Ma;is- 
flefd was as follows: 
"Dear Mayor Curley: 
"According to press reports recent- 
ly there have been a fircaf many 
dainutic M-- against the city of Bos- 
ton, settled lor very substantial sums 
—the aggregate at the present time 
amouiuiiig, I believe, .0 more ...an 
$1 000,000. Although these cases have 
been pending, apparently, tor a long 
lime there appeers to be unseemly 
haste in aettllng them iust at this 



particular time. I can see no suffi- 
cient reason for scttlinR so many 
cases for such large sums unless it 
be a feverish desire to Ret them 
settled and out of the way before 
thf new administration takes office. 
1 assume, too, that in the rcmnining 
days of this month there will oe 
other similar .settlements, the total 
sum involved being, of course, unas- 
certainable at the moment. 

"I wish to protest arainst the settle- 
ment of any more land damage cases 
against the city of Boston until 1 
assume oflice as Mayor on Jan 1 next, 
unless there p.re good reasons that 
make su;h settlements imperative. 
Such practices as this, and adding ic 
the payroll large numbers of new 
appointees during the closing days of 
the present administration, are unfair 
to the citizens of Bo-ston and unfair 
to me. r, , 

"Having been elected by the people 
to safeguard their interests I feel it 
is my duty to enter this protest m 
behalf of the taxpayers, for every 
$1,00.000 spent by the city means 50 
cents added to the tax bill of our 
already overburdened taxpayers. 

"I respectfully request and urge 
that instructions be given by you to 
the I,aw Department and to all other 
departments of the city of Boston 
that no further settlements be made 
during the remaining days of this 
.year." 



Reply of Mayor 

To which Mr Curley responded: 
"Boston was chartered as a city In 
1822 and has functioned from that 
date to the present. During this pe- 
riod of time Mayors have come and 
Mayors have gone, and this process 
will continue during the existence of 
Boston as a city. 

"My term as Mayor of Boston does 
not expire until 10 o'clock, a m, Jan 1, 
1934. and it is my purpose to con- 
tinue with the conduct of the duties 
of the ofhcc in accordance with my 
views as to the manner in which 
they should be conducted. 

"After 10 o'clock, a m. on Jan 1, 
10'54 my successor will be Inductea 
^n'to office. It ^^illthcn •>ecome to 
duty to conduct the office and not 
before."

JUDGE UPHOLDS 
HIGGINS' REMOVAL; 

Thp remfival of Henry A. Higgin? I 
j as supennt.enrtent of the Long 1-sland ! 
Hospital Viy Mayor C\ir1ey and Insti- 
tutions Cnmmissionpf Maguire was 
npholrt hy Judge Walsworth in the 
Kasf Boston District Court yesterday. 

Mr Higgins was dismissed Feb 23. 
Oil March 6 he was given a hearin.t^ 
by Conimis.-iioner Maguirc and two 
days later the commissioner decided 
in favor of dismissal. 

In his decision Judge Walworth 
said: "There is no background here 
of fraud or neglect or waste on the 
part of the petitioner (Mr Higgins) in 
administering his office. He per» 
formed his work and his duties hon- 
orably <ind efficiently and without 
complaint. The reason assigned was 
that the position was abolished in the 
interest of economy."
